"Automobile Torch" Slaying 


Case May Reach Jury 
Late Today 


Indianapolis, Ind. —(iP)— A bar- 


rage and counter barrage of oratory 
were loosed in criminal court here 
today in the closing scenes of the 
murder trial of Harold Herbert 
Schroeder,. Mobile, Ala., charged 
with killing and burning an un- 
known hitch-hiker near here last 
May. 


First was the argument of Pros- 


ecutor Herbert E. Wilson, who de- 
scribed tho case as "cold-blooded 
murder" and asked that the defend- 
ant be sent to the electric chair. 


Ira M, Holmes, defense attorney, 


asserted Scbroeder had been mis- 
treated by authorities and deprived 
of every right guaranteed by the 
constitution; although in reality he 
was guilty of no crime. 


Throughout the morning, Schroe- 


der sat with a 10-year-old son on his 
knee. His -wife, weeping, sat at his 
side. The case is expected to reach 
tho Jury late today or tomorrow. 


Schroeder told authorities at the 


timo of hts captor in Mobile that 
the hitch-hiker's neck was broken 
.in an automobile accident and that 
he burned tho body because he fear- 
ed he would be accused of murder.

JUSTICE HOLMES 


'The tribute the nation has been pay- 


ing-io-Justice Holmes has spread out 
before the country the notable career 
of thtsjremarkable man. 


Sitting upon the Supreme Court of 


the United States in 1931, yet born 
when Chicago was smaller than Kau- 
kauna, when Texas was a republic, 
when it averaged six months to go 
from New York.to San Francisco and 
women's fingers plied the needle night 
and day because sewing machines were 
unknown.. Seventy years ago this man 
heard the brazen clangor of war, an- 
swered his country's call, was knocked 
down by a bullet at Balls Bluff, again 
at terrible Antietam and yet once more 
at Fredericksburg. The war experi- 
ence stays with ;him always for.it is. 
ever the proudest chapter in the life of 
a man. With a flash of the eye he 
speaks of himself as "an old warrior 
who cannot expect to bear arms much 
longer." . 


In his nearly thirty years at Wash- 


ington .he became known as a liberal, 
not because he deserted principle, for 
there is nothing"fickle about Holmes,, 
but th'at he would not adhere to prece- 
dent .unless he found it firmly im- 
bedded in principle. 


Though he has written enough of 


interest and worthwhile to fill many 
volumes his most quoted language is:. 
"If there is any .principle of the con- 
stitution that imperatively calls for at- 
.tachment it is ,'the principle "of free' 
thought, not free thought for those 
who agree with us but freedom J?or the 
thought we hate."

The man who made it a .practice' to 


pass, by official personages to sit and 
talk-with an old flag man arid who de- 
lighted to regularly call at the old sol- 
diers' home to revive the sound: of shot 
and shell and fife and drum could 
hardly escape having that .calm phil- 
osophy pf fife that not only adds gYeat- 
ly"fo%e years but makes those: lived 
so much more useful to all. 


Nearly fifty years ago Holmes 


wrote: "Only when you have worked 
alone, when you .have, felt around you 
a black gulf of solitude, more isolation 
than that which surrounds the dying 
man, and in hope and in despair have 
trusted to your own unshaken will,— 
then only will you have achieved." 
Perhaps no man could feelingly write 
such a statement unless he had him- 
self worked through great controver- 
sies, succeeding solely by the strength 
of his own will, his calm belief in the 
success of right and his steady adher- 
ence to principle. 


Though Holmes preferred silence, 


as he has preferred it all his life "aware 
that labor, not praise, builds monu- 
ments,"-he gave'in to an incessant de- 
mand and made a short radio address 
on Sunday quoting at its conclusion 
from a writing fifteen centuries old: 
"Death plucks me by the ear saying,— 
live, for I am coming," a statement ex- 
pressive of all life and as well to-be 
remembered at twenty as at ninety. 


, Aside from the great Marshall it is 
doubtful whether any man has played 
a more conspicuous part in our judi- 
ciary than Holmes, nor that the 
thoughts expressed in writing, wheth- 
er presently accepted or to be accept- 
ed at some future time, have been so* 
fan-caching as his. 


It is out of the dust of such men 


that the Republic has been built. It 
is out of their kindness and their vi- 
sion, their fairness and their faith, 
their firmness and their truth, that it 
has plunged triumphantly onward.

It is beyond 
me. Anyhow health was stressed, 
as the teachers express it. Heaven 
help the youngsters in that school. 
I can imagine what a dreary term 
they bad, if what the average school 
teacher calls health was stressed. 
It was stressed as one of the sub- 
jects of the auditorium work. May- 
be that means—oh, I don't know 
what- it means so I'll leave it at 
that. . ' 


After a time of this stressing of 


health they felt that they should 
have, a check up to see what pro- 
gress •.• they were • making, so they 
gave the Classes 6A and 7B, which 
are made'Up of children eleven'or 
twelve years old, a true-false test. 


.For Instance. 123 kids fell down 


on ".the"".one that stated if you eat 
fish and ice cream at' the same meal 
-you; witt> probably-get; sick. These 
123 were' perhaps-not -interested- in 
the things they .learn at school, but 
youynever can tell—some teacher 
may have dropped a hint' that such 
a combination of foods is very dan- 
gerous. I've known teachers to dp 
a lot worse, and right .put In class 
room, too. For that matter I quoted 
here only recently a goofy "health 
rule" published in the official -Bul- 
letin or Syllabus of the Nebraska 
State Education .Department, which 
taught normal school .students that 
a child should sleep on his left side 
or some such foolishness. "When the 
powers that be harbor 
such silly. 


ideas about health, How can .we ex- 
pect the children under their care 
to get a straight idea about any- 
thing of the kind?

youngsters thought it true . that 
breathing through the mouth is bad 
because it to likely to cause stom- 
achache or earache..

But Bible Changed Career

mouth—Is one of the most unique 
figures In the history of today and 
also In the history of all tune. 


There have been great writers and 


thinkers like Voltaire- and Goethe 
who in their day by the written 
word affected the lives and thoughts 


• of millions. There have been war- 
like and tyrannical kings and em- 
perors who ruled over nations. 


But Gandhi heats them alL 
Still alive, still going strong, arm- 


ed with neither a potent pen, a gold- 
en sceptre or powerful lethal weap- 
.on, he is enshrined in the hearts of 
the majority of the 350.000,000 brown 
people who seethe in the towns and 
Tillages and farms of the. vast sub- 
continent of India. 


He has done It with the force of 
ideas. He has inflamed tne Imagi- 
nation of his fellow countrymen. He 
has imbued them with a passionate 
longing to bo masters in their own 
house. 


At a word from 
him countless 


thousands will declare a "hartal"— 
a national day o; mourning — and 


• 
lay down their tools. At a nod, 
they will declare a day of fasting. 
The man Is strange, according to 
western conceptions. 
Capable of 


having earned large sums, he has 
given up all money making, lives 
In the barest of rooms—when not 
in jail—dines on fruit and vegetables 
and nuts and goat's milk and wa- 
ter—leads the life of the poorest of 
the poor, the humblest of the hum- 
ble, which he emblemizcs with this' 
spinning wheel with which one 
makes the cloth that clothes his 
body. 


Hindu by Religion 


A Hindu by birth and religion and 


caste, he disregards caste in his 


' humane attitude towards the un- 


touchables, combines the teachings 
of his holy books with those of Jesus 


. and, goes his way, turning the left 


cheek when the right Is smitten. 
l||f. Never a profound student, ho is, 


nevertheless, a keen admirer of the 
quletlst books of Tolstoi, and brings 
Tolstoi's pacifist attitude Into all 
his manners of life and 'thought. 


Claiming nothing for himself, he 


Is,, nevertheless, universally called 
Mahatma—"Great Soul" — by the 
bulk of his people. Is looked upon 
as a saint and humble peasants will 
walk scores of miles merely to see 
"him or touch the hem of his gar- 
ments. 


By hla words, by his leadership 


he has given such an Impulsion to 
the brown millions that England's 
recent action In 


' the status of a

minion Is clearly the fruit of Gand- 


• •hl-'s. labors; more his rthan all-the 
others who have gone before or^who 
have been his contemporaries and 
co-workers. .. 
.And strange has been the roman- 
tic story of this man's life. 


Ho was born in the little town of 


Porbunder In the Indian semi-Inde- 
pendent states of Kathiawar on the 
western side of India on October 2, 
1869. 
His father and grandfather 


had been prime ministers and both 
had suffered exile because of their 
stout honesty and Independence. 
The Gandhis were members of the 
Banla caste, therefore a grade low- 
er than that of the Brahmins or 
priestly caste. They were at one 
time retail traders. They were nei- 
ther rich nor poor. 


The boy went to the local schools. 


He led the life of the ordinary 
young Hindu. At the age of 7 he 
was betrothed by his parents. Two 
of his destined child brides died. To 
the third he was married when he 
was 13. 


Gandhi has recorded that to him, 


at the time, this meant nothing 
more than tha wearing of 
good 


clothes, drum beating, marriage pro- 
cessions, rich dinners and a strange 
girl to play with. 


In school he was an Indifferent 


pupil. 
He had trouble in learning 


Sanskrit, the language In which the 
sacred books of his religion were 
written. He did not care for athle- 
tic games." He was a little coward, 
nfrald of thieves, ghosts and ser- 
pents. His greatest boyhood sin 
*was, when led astray,by one of his 
more sophisticated school compan- 
ions, he sneaked away to a lonely 
place and ate meat—some thing for- 
bidden by his religion. 


He went to college and was hot 


a success. His people concluded 
that the easiest way for him to make 
a success in the world was to study 
law. And the easiest place to get 
his necessary papers was England. 


His elder brother was willing to 


nut up the money, out his religious 
mother feared for the lad's soul, 
someone liad told her that young 
men got morally lost in England. 
But he satisfied her,by taking a 
solemn vow to lead a life of celibacy 
In England and never to drink wine 
nor cat meat. 


Sails for England 


Gandhi sailed for England andj 


seiiled down in London to read law. 


He wanted to know the things It 


was necessary to have to be an Eng- 
lish gentleman. So he was inform- 
ed it was necessary for him to take 
lessons In dancing, French and 
elocution! He found it was Impos- 
sible for him to achieve anything 
like rhythmic motion. So he bought 
a fiddle and tried to learn music. 
Finally, he gave up all these mun- 
dane things, gave up his boarding 
house, lived In a simple room where 
he cooked most of his own simple 
meals and managed to live on SI 
cents a day. 


He had plenty of time to read 


other things than 
the law. At 


home, although a Hindu, he had no 
extensive knowledge of the sacred 
books of his own religion. But in 
his father's homso he had met men, 
not only of his own faith, but Mus- 
lims and Parsccs. 


Bible Affects Hindu 


Somebody gave him the Bible In 


London. He picked up the Old Tcs- 
'taraent, read through Genesis and 
the rest put him to sleep. Ho pick- 
«d «p the New Testament and was 


wide awake. Jesus enthralled him. 
The Sermon on the Mount went 
straight to his heart. 


This reading was to bear fruit In 
later years. He was to attempt to 
live what the sages of his own 
religion and what Jesus preached. 
He was to be more Christian than 
many who called themselves so. 


Having -been admitted to the bar 


In London, he returned to his home, 
for a time was a briefless barrister. 
There was a chance that he might 
lead the same kind of life and have 
the same kind of struggles that oth- 
er young Hindu lawyers have in 
order to make a living. - 


Goes to Africa 


Then fate knocked at the door. 


This was in 1893, when he was 24. 
A firm of Indian merchants, who 
did business in South Africa, had a 
lawsuit down there involving $200.. 
000. 
They wanted him to go there 


and make himself 
useful. They 


would pay hla fare and his keep and 
In addition $500. It was understood 
that he would stay hi South Africa 
for a year. It was not much of a 
job and not much In the way of re- 
muneration. But It was a start. It 
was something. 


He went for a year. He was to 


stay for 20. He went to fight a law- 
suit. He stayed to fight the cause 
of his brown brothers.

business care and prudence, and 
nevertheless was unable to file a 
return within the prescribed time, 
the delay is due to a "reasonable 
cause."

I was 
looking over the lake- region about 
Waupaca, the "Klllarney of Amer- 
ica." 


I was told that Minor Lake had 


small mouth bass in it and so I vis- 
ited it. I was not much enthused 
when I first saw It. But Just before 
darkness set In tha^ night I caught 
several nice ones; and I used a fly 
rod and the old familiar Bass-Houn 
dry, surface lure. Had I not known 
the habits of this fish and when best 
to seek him, I should have been dis- 
appointed In the tip, received. As it 
was I added one more good bass wa- 
ter to my already large list. I am 
passing it along to those of you who 
love to fight the gamy bronze-back, 
which Dr. Hcnshall placed in first 
place as a sporting fish.

before the committee. He said the 
resolution, if adopted, would aid 
In assuring the university its inde- 
pendence. 
William Evjuo, Madison 


newspaper editor, also spoke for the 
resolution pointing out that gifts 
from educational foundations are 
dangerous. 


President Frank appeared before 


:ho committee as a spectator but 
:ook the floor to answer Mr. Grady. 
He characterized Grady'a 
presen- 


tation as "a good campaign speech," 
adding that "Mr. Grady has painted 
a picture of the situation, that does 
not bear even a remote relation to 
the facts.

There were also less adequate 


secondary reserves consisting of 
commercial paper, bankers' balances 
and investments. 


Banks in many areas have been 


unable fully to liquidate their bor- 
rowings from correspondents and 
federal reserve banks. Failures in 
many sections, particulary in the 
southern states, have accentuated 
further the shortage of available 
funds. 


Advices from agricultural credit 


corporations and federal intermedi- 
ate credit banks indicate that an in 
creased volume of credit from these 
sources will be untilized.

operations of existing corporations. 


merchants Limit Credit 


The ability of country merchants

The outlook for farm mortgage 


credit does not hold much promise 
of Improvement during 1931.

10 per cent and about a score on 
which the return ranged from over 
10 per cent to In excess of 25 per 
cent. 


At the low point of the market 


last December the average yield on 
common stocks was 93 per cent. This 
compared with nearly 10 per cent 
when the market reached its bot- 
tom In the 1921 panic. The smallest 
average return, reached in'the past 
decade, according to Moody's ser- 
vice, was 4i per cent in September, 
1929, 
when the highest prices for 


industrials and public utilities were 
quoted within a month of one of the 
worst declines known in "Wall Street 
history. 


After establishing the low average 


yield of 4.50 per cent in September, 
1929, 
the- average return rose until 


it exceeded 8 per cent on Nov. 13 when 
the stock market panic came to an 
end. 


Yield Rises Again 


Between November and the fol- 


lowing 
April the 
average 
yield 


dropped to 5.91 per cent. Then It 
steadily rose from, month to month 
until it reached its maximum at 9§ 
per cent on Dec. 17 last. Prom this 
figure the return has fallen an aver- 
age of over 2 per cent and stands to- 
day at approximately the average of 
the months of 
June, 
July 
and 


August, 1930. 


A factor that is entering more 


actively into the determination of 
the income yield on stocks is that of 
reduced dividends. 
Many people 


;were attracted last year by the un- 
usual yields set out against listed 
common stocks. They wanted 
to 


take advantage of a" situation wh,ich 
permitted them to buy stocks whose 
dividends were then being paid at 
former "rates and gave returns rang- 
ing between 15 and 25 per cent.wltn 
not a few up to 30 per -cent. Obvious- 
ly, such a high yield was a symptom 
of weakness and a forerunner of a 
dividend reduction if not of the en- 
tire passing of the dividend. "Week 
by week the list of stocks that yield 
as much as 10 per cent has .been de- 
clining. Those published Monday 
show the smallest membership at 
any time during the past year. 


Where'there were dozens of stocks 


that yielded irom 10 to 15 pec. cent 
there are now less than a score. Dur- 
ing February alone 
those stocks 


that returned over 13 per cent de- 
creased from 35 to IS. 


Depend On Dividends 


It is apparent that yields will be 


determined more In the next few 
months by the dividends to be paid 
on common stocks than by the trend 
of the market. In quite a number 
of cases dividend reductions have

After the bids are received, they 


will be opened and site agents sent 
to inspect the sites offered and to 
see It better ones might be available. 
After they report, which probably 
will not be until late summer on ac- 
count of the large number to be In- 
spected, the Interdepartmental pub- 
lic buildings committee will proceed 
to select sites. Sometimes this takes 
only a short time, and somethimes it 
takes years If a local controversy 
arises over location of the postoffice 
or if the treasury thinks the prices 
asked are too high.

IN "SUICIDE BY 
PROXrMURDER 


Goes to Death Without Re- 


vealing Identity of 


Man He Killed 


Bedford, England —(ff) — Alfred 


Arthur Rouse, man of many loves 
who last November tried to "die by 
prozie" in an effort to escape the 
responsibilities of his amorous ad 
ventures. Tuesday was hanged for 
the murder of an unidentified man. 


., 
He was the first person in 145 


years to be executed for the murder 
of an unidentified victim. The body 
of the man he killed was kept un 
burled throughout his trial and sub- 
sequent incarceration in the hope 
that Rouse in a last minute confes- 
sion would tell who he was. 


'Prison officials carried this hops 


even to the shadow of the gallowj, 
but eo far as was known the doomed 
man revealed nothing. During the 
trial Rouse said that the victim was 
a hitch-hiker whom he had given a 
lift and who had accidentally, per- 
haps in- lighting a clgaret, set fire 
to his car while he was outside ef- 
fecting temporary repairs. 


The case was marked by the un- 


swerving loyalty of his wife and one 
of-'the' three women' with-whom he 
lived, the mother of his child. After 
his arrest the wife and the other 
woman, a Miss Campbell, joined 
forces and until.yesterday attempted 
to get a reprieve, or commutation of 
sentence. Mrs. Rouse even invited 
Miss Campbell to come and live with 
her so that they could rear his child 
together. Miss Campbell announced, 
however, that she was going- away, 
with the boy- where he could grow 
•up among people who knew nothing 
of the circumstances of his parent- 
hood.

Rouse, a' 35-year-old 
traveling 


salesman, drove • from Northampton 
early in November of'last year and 
when his- automobile was 
found 


burned by the roadside it was at 
first believed that he had died by 
accident.

Investigation revealed an extreme- 


ly complicated 
love life. Experts 


theorized in court that he had be- 
come, convinced that death offered 
about the only solution and had 
conceived the plan of a double which 
would permit him to "die" legally 
at the expense of another's life. 


Rouse after his arrest said that 


.when he saw the man trapped with- 
in the blazing-car he grew panic- 
stricken and fled, but 
the police 


theory was that he intentionally 
chose a companion for the fatal ride 
who was unknown and would not 
be missed, then killed and burned 
him so that, identification would be 
Impossible. 


A mallet bearing blood stains and 


bits of hair found' near the car 
strengthened the police contention 
and the Jury accepted the prosecu- 
tion's belief that Rouse deliberately 
planned and carried, out -a scheme 
whereby he hoped, to -wash his past 
off the slate of life.
